FRANK SARGENT REPLIES

TO SCHWAR'S CRITICISMS.

Frank Sargent of the Brotherhood of
Firemen, replying to the criticism of Chas,
M. Schwab as to organized labor, said that
unionism was not a menace, but an instru-
ment of peace and good, was within the
law, and was a strong influence toward the
maintenance of the Republic.

“We are taking down the barriers’ he
sald, “that have =eemod to s<parnte us,
We are privileged to touch elbows here and
exchange Idea=, and 1 feel sure that good

has beon that we have not understood ona
another. Thers can ba no capital without
jabor, and the man who does the work and
the man who manipulates the capital should
realiza thelr dJdependence upon ona an-
other. The at leader of capital who
epoke yesterday would have litt'e capital
to manipulate but for the work of the men
in the mines and In the furances. That Ls
the fact that I ask capital to remember.™
Mr. Sargent sald the firemen had long
since adopted the policy of reasoning with
thelr emplosere and educating ihelr own
men to a point of Intelligence as to the
rights of both themselves and their em-
ployers. They made no sscrifice of their
rlxgts or manhood. *“But.” he added
reserved the right to resist oppre
crush wrong where reason did not prevail.”
He gaid that when labor and capital would
fairly and reasonzbly meet one another, in-
dustrial dizsorder would be greatiy reduced.

Corcoran’'s smiling featurcs wers un-
mariked.

According to the statements of eyewit-
resses, Bliug begun the hostilities by
punching Corcorun for an alleged offensive
remark.

Corcoran is a big. brawny athiete of sur-
prising strength and agility, and when the
whirlwind was over the interior of the
saloon was unrecognizable,

The fight grew out of Corcoran’s attempt
to heal the old political feud betwesn
Blong and FPhil Dwyer, engendered nearly
two years ago.

Corcoran instantly returned the blow, and
Whalen, Flood, the bartender, und other
mutual friends endeavored to prevent fur-
ther hostilitles. They might as well have
tried to hold a wild elephant as Corcoran
In his ruge he slugged every head In sight
in his efforts to get at Blong. Whalen was
the first victim. 1{9 wns put to sleep with
a blow that split his lip and knocked two
teeth down his throat. The bartender,
Flood, went ‘down and ou! with a blow
that opened his cheek. Another peace-
maker was knocked aguinst the stove and
his face was badly burned. A fourth was
1aid low with a smash that closed one of
his eves. Having thus cut a swath to
where Blong stood, Corcomn gave the Po-
ice Commissioner en uppercut that landed
him against the wail across the room.

DEGLARES WAR
IS INEVITABLE,

Professor Alexander Chessin Pre-
dicts a Conflict Between United
Btates and Russia.

War batween the Unlted States and Rus-
sia was declared Inevitabia by Professor
Alexander S. Cheain, formerly of the Im-
perial Unlversity of St. Petersburg, Russia,
in an address at Washington University last
night.

Prolessor Chessin’s subject was *Russia
and the Eastern Question.” This ha dis-
cussed from the polut of view of the eth-
nologist, saylng that tha essence of the
Eastern question was the conflict between
two clvillzations — thosa of the Slav and
the Buropean. Tha first is embodied pailt-
teally in Russia; the second s eyming more
and more under the guardianship of ths
United States, which Profes:or Chessin de-
clured is already far the strongest Romano-
Teutonio nation, and &s such must bear the
brunt of the coming battle.

“*Through all history.,” s=aid Professor
Cheasin, *‘we sea that no two civilizations
are contemporary. Ons is succesaded by an-
other, Their rise and fall cannot hut come
of the Inevitabls conflicts, which show
which Is stronger. This Is tha law of unil-
versal progress. Ths European civilization
